An Unknown Race of Giants 
Exhumed in Mexican Mining Town 


Tucson, Ariz., Dec. 1 (AP.)— 


Discovery of remains of what 
was believed'to be a hitherto un- 
known race of giants has been 
disclosed by Jl E. Coker, of Sayo- 
pa, .Sonora, a mining town 300 
miles south of the Mexican bor- 
der. 


Coker, a mining engineer, s#id 


laborers clearing ranch land 
near the Yaqui river in the vi- 
cinity of Sayopa dug into an old 
cemetery where bodies of men 
averaging eight feet in height 
were found buried tier on tier. 


The heads of the ancient 


skeletons, Coker said, were es- 
pecially large.-, Carved native 
stone bracelets" were found on 
the bones. 


Beside the bodies, Coker said, 


the crudest kind of stone wea- 
pons and implements were bur- 
ied. 


After the first skeTeton was 


unearthed owners of the ranch 
redoubled efforts to excavate 
the cemetery. Coker said when 
he left Sayopa the work still was 
in 'progress. The first tier of 
bones was found only a few feet 
from the surface of the ground.

Mary "Mother" Jones is no 
more. The staunch little de- 
fender of the working man last 
night closed her eyes on a hun- 
dred years of throbbing life. 


It was her body that failed un- 


der the pressure of time, for the 
spirit which had carried her 
through the battles of union la- 
bor was'militant still. Only"orie 
'riend was with her in the still 
hour of midnight when her 
heart-ceased its feeble beat> 


She stirred slightly on her bed 


and then lay still. Mrs. Walter 
Jurgess, who had harbored and 
tended her in the retirement of 
the final years, bent over and 
saw it was the end. From her lit- 
tle country cottage on the out- 
skirts of the capitol, word went 
out that brought, sorrow to. the 
ihousands upon thousands who 
have surrounded the little Irish 
woman with a halo of near- 
sainthood. 


Many times the end had been 


expected during the past year as 
she gradually ceased to be able 
,o take nourishment. Last May 
. she celebrated her one hun- 
dredth birthday. It was a quiet 
occasion but it marked the end- 
ng of a long hostility between 
ler and the almost-as-ancient 
John D. Rockefeller, who once 
had her put in jail. 


Mary Jones was born in Cork, 


Ireland. Her father brought her 
to the United'States and then 
went to Canada. She returned 
;o Michigan to teach school in 
Monroe. Then she married, only 
to lose her husband and four 
children in the terrible yellow 
'ever epidemic of 1867.

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WHY ALL THE FRIGHT? 


Every now and then one sees a statement in 


•which the possibility of an extra session of Con- 
gress next spring is discussed with as much 
.horrified awe as if it were an outbreak of yellow 
fever or an approaching world war. From some 
commentators one would get the idea that no 
calamity which could befall the nation could 
possibly be as dire and baleful as the calamity of 
an extra session. 


When you stop to think about it, it is hard to 


see just why this should be the case. After all, 
the Congress Of the United States is an elective 
body, directly responsible to the voters, chosen to 
make laws for the people of the land. It is one 
of the three branches of the government. The 
constitution provides for its convening in extra 
session. What is so horrendous about it all? 


We are told that the business depression will 


never end if Congress is in session next spring. 
But why? Does anyone suppose that Congress 
will maliciously interfere in order to prolong the 
depression? Surely the Republicans, with the 
1932 election only two years off will do everything 
they can to restore prosperity; and will the 
Democrats care to go into that campaign unless 
they, too, can point to some definite achievement 
along the same line? Will either party, then, 
dream of doing anything to upset the applecart? 


The answers to those questions are obvious. 


Why, then, all the fright? 


There is another way of looking at it. The last 


election, held only a few weeks ago, resulted in a 
big overturn. Many congressmen lost their seats. 
Many causes combined to bring about this over- 
turn; but chief among them, according to all 
commentators, was the business depression. The 


people, in other words, were dissatisfied with the 
record of the existing Congress. 


Isn't it, then, only natural to suppose that the 


people would welcome an opportunity to have 
this new Congress take office ahead of time? 
Weren't many of these new cpngressmen elected 
in the hope that they would be able to do some- 
thing to end the depression? 


One suspects that there is a good deal of loose 


and foolish talk about the "dangers" of an extra 
session. Surely, if such a thing becomes neces- 
sary, it will not be a public calamity. A lot of 
people seem to be getting alarmed over nothing. 


SECOND IN AIR STRENGTH 


After all that has been said about-official neg- 


lect of army and navy air forces, it comes as .a 
slight surprise to learn that the United States is 
second only to France hi the number of military 
airplanes in service at the present time. .Such is 
the finding of the Foreign Policy Association in 
a recently published report pn limitation of air 
armaments. Italy, G'reat Britain and Japan 
follow us in that order. 


Will Rogers might say it only gives us so many 


more planes to junk whenever the nations of the 
world get together in a conference for the limi- 
tation of air armament. Yet it should somewhat 
reassure the persons who have been alarmed at 
our lack of military air development. 


There will be a few citizens, too, who will won- 


der why great defensive and aggressive air forces 
are necessary just now. They approve of growing 
commercial air routes, the air mail, the develop- 
ing passenger lines, but feel that peace efforts 
and great fighting preparations are mildly in- 
compatible.

REFERENDUM 


PONDERED BY 


DRY FORCES 


Washington, Nov. 30—(A.P.)— 


A carefully worded proposal that 
the drys lend their support hi 
the coming congress to a reso- 
lution for a national referendum 
on prohibition was under con- 
sideration today by a group of 
nationally prominent, drys and 
will be further threshed out at 
temperance meetings here and 
in New York. 


Nothing definite has been done 


and the leaders were obviously 
divided today over the proposal, 
involving as it would an alliance 
with the wets to get the measure 
through the congress. 
The plan was first unfolded be- 
fore a select handful of drys, 
gathered privatety in a hotel 
here. A£ one of the conferees 
described it today, prohibition 
forces would stand behind a con- 
stitutional amendment, formu- 
lated by the wets, calling for re- 
peal or modification of the 
eighteenth amendment, at least 
until the resolution had met the 
scrutihg of congress. 


The temperance forces would 


seek assurance first, however, 
that the resolution would be con- 
sidered by seperate constitutional 
conventions elected by each of 
the forty-eight states, and that 
the wets would consider the de- 
cision of these groups at least 
temporarily final. 


One antiprohibitionist Repre- 


sentative Andrew (Republican^ 
Mass.), has advanced an almost 
identical proposal. He said on 
Wednesday he would introduce 
such a resolution in the approach 
ing session.
